passed Supt.4th, 1841, appropriated 000,000 
acres of.tbe Public Lands to this Stnlo. By the 
Constitution these Lands wore sut apart and 
duvotcd To tlio School Fund. By a law, eri- 
nctcd July 29, 1848, the .Governor was au- 
thorized to appoint .three Commissioners, 'in 
each Land District, to locntu these lands.'

Dowcy seemed to havo a presen- 
timent that his ollicial career would terminate 
with 1851, and believing himself foreordained 
to immortalizu himself, by transacting tho bu- 
siness of tho State so as to leave nothing to be 
done by his successors, and wishing to reward 
as many of his friends as possible, with the 
hoiiura and emoluments of ollico, ho appoint- 
ed Commissioner*, and ordered tho location 
of these lands, under Urn authority of u law 
which had been repealed. 


Suoh arc tho fruits of Gov. Dowoy*n Ad- 


ministration of this portion of tho School 
Fund. Fur bis neglect of this trust, and his 
anxiety to reward tlio partir.au services of his 
Hunker friends—and it may be, to secure 
fielr support in a future contingency—the 
School Fund of this Stata will ho deprived of 
half u million of dollars, and our children, and 
our children's children, must sullur thu con- 
sequences.
